European allies, and both agreed the 
United States should not unilaterlly

GENEVA i UPI i — The world’s 
major oil producing nations and the 
Western consortiums who process 
the crude oil announced Friday they 
had agreed to increase oil prices by 
11 9 percent. 


The countries and the companies 
also announced an agreement to 
keep oil 
prices under constant 
review until the end of 1975 to guard 
against currency fluctuations 


The arrangement provides for 
daily adjustments depending on the 
value of the U.S. dollar on currency 
markets, it the dollar goes up, oil 
prices will go down or vice versa It 
also substitutes a monthly review of 
prices instead ol the review every 
three months in force until now

The number of motor vehicle fatalities in Santa Barbara 
County increased in 1972 over the previous year, but there 
was a decline in the suicides, homicides and deaths from 
miscellaneous 
accidents. 
Sheriff-Coroner 
John 
W. 
Carpenter announced yesterday 
During the year ending on Dec 31. there were 70 deaths 
in the county as a result of motor vehicle accidents, 
compared to 61 the previous year There was a decline in 
suicides trom 49 m 1971 to 40 last year; homicides were 
down to tour Irom the previous year's 16; and deaths irom 
miscellaneous accidents declined from 72 in 1971 to 62 last 
year. 
Carpenter called attention to these* statistics in a cover 
letter accompanying the department s annual report of 
deaths investigated by the coroner. 
During the 12 month period there were 2,005 deaths in the 
county, and 579 or 28 9 per cent of them were investigated 
by the coroner.

Man has come a long way since he measured time by the shadow 
movement of a stick he stuck in the ground. 
“ They started taking a tank of water with a pin hole in it and put a float in 
the tank. The float had a chain or wire connected to it that went up and 
around a pulley. There was a hand on the pulley so as the water went down 
and the float went down it pulled the chain which pulled the hand up. Those 
were the first mechanical clocks,” according to Paul Highf ill. 
And Highfill has com e a long way since his father gave him a $1 Dax 
pocket watch as a boy when he learned to read time. Now he owns over 200 
clocks and 60 pocket watches. 
There are nine clocks in his living room and three in his bathroom. There 
are clocks in the kitchen, hallway, bedrooms, garage, and workshop Two 
small rooms in the garage are filled with clocks too. 
He spends half an hour on Saturdays winding most of them. 
Highfill, a civilian employed as chief of production analysis, 394th 
Strategic Missile Squadron, lives with his wife Patti at 228 South D St. He 
has collected clocks for 30 years. 
He rebuilds many of his clocks. This is often as simple as replacing a 
worn part or it may involve rebuilding a complicated gear mechanism. 
Other tasks may include redesigning dials, replacing and painting glass, 
and carving wood to replace broken portions of the cabinet. He may even 
have to replate some of the metal on the more ornate clocks. 
Over the years Highfill has collected some fascinating devices that tell 
tim e in novel ways: His German plato clock is a clock without hands. Its 
small numbered plates flip over. 
On the swinger, the pendulum and clock swing together from an up 
reached arm of a fem ale figure statue. Inside the birdcage clock, a small 
ball revolves around one hand as a bird quivers on the cage floor. 
But his more common clocks reveal the unknown story of clocks in 
America. Prior to 1880 clocks were owned mostly by affluent and educated 
people. Clocks were expensive and handmade by clock makers who held 
equal respect with doctors and lawyers. 
Because of the American Industrial revolution, clocks were stamped out 
in mass. They were plentiful and cheap. Clock makers, reduced in status, 
becam e clock repairers or went into jewelry making. 
From 1880 to 1930 the most popular clocks in American were the kitchen 
clock, cam el back and black box. Each sold for about $4 a pice. After 1930 
electric clocks and hand clocks becam e popular. 
“ Up to five years ago kitchen clocks were thrown away. Now they are 
selling for over $100. 
said Highfill. 
He owns several of these first m ass produced clocks. They are big, heavy, 
and classically designed. With today’s nostalgia trend, people have claimed 
a new worth for them. 


PAUL HIGHFILL HAS collected clocks for 30 years. His 
first time piece was a $1 Dax pocket watch his father 
bought him for learning to read time. 


Unfortunately, people today remain unaware of the clock m aker's 
contributions to man’s progress. 
“ Over the years the clock makers were the ones who developed gearing 
which was later aDDlied to rear end and transmission design in cars and to 
other mechanical devices.” Highfill explained 
So before clocks flooded the market and every home had two or three 
clocks, clock makers signed their creations and no two were the same Now 
we have more expensive clocks which tell time more precisely, and we have 
cheap clocks we throw away at their slighest malfunction 
But we don’t have artist clock makers anymore They didn t come as far 
along as clocks.

M O N T F R K Y. Calif. — 
(NFAI — William “ Murph" 
Mayberry is an even-tcin- 
per'ed 40-vear-old man who 
makes his living tinkering 
with cars. 


Not your normal everyday 
Mustangs. C h a r g e r s and 
Gremlins but cars that cost 
upwards of $30,(KX) and travel 
in excess of 180 m p h. 


Mayberry is a r a c i n g 
mechanic — currently t h e 
chief mechanic for Hogan 
Racing Limited He has been 
involved w i t h automobile 
racing for 20 years, working 
with s 0 m e of the biggest 
names in the sport, among 
them Jackie Stewart. A. J. 
Foyt and A1 Unser, 


Mayberry, of course, 
is 
hardly a household w o rd - 
even among racing aficion­ 
ados — but most of the pro­ 
fessionals in the sport con­ 
sider him one of the two or 
three best, if n o t the best, 
mechanic in racing. 
M ayberry’s main concerns 
at p r e s e n t are two Lola 
T330’s. 
Both cars are basically the 
same — open-cockpit. single­ 
seat, 
open-wheeled 
racers 
similar to the type that race 
in the Indianapolis 500. ex­ 
cept that the engines are 
smaller. But the two drivers 
in the Hogan team — David 
Hobbs and Brett Lunger — 
have different personalities 
and different driving styles, 
and most of M ayberry’s time 


is spent tailoring each car to 
meet each driver’s individ­ 
ual specifications 
“ When most people think 
a b o u t racing mechanics, 
they think about pit stops,” 
Mayberry 
s a i d 
recently. 
“Hut only a very small part 
of our over-all job takes place 
in the pits during the race. 
There are no pit stops as 
such in Form ula 5000 racing 
Technically our job is over 
as soon as the race begins, 
and starts up again as soon 
as the race ends” 
Like many mechanics in 
auto racing today, Mayberry 
once entertained notions of 
becoming a driver and for 
a w h i l e , in the mid 1950s, 
raced his own Porsche Spy- 
der at some of the m ajor 
tracks around the country 
“I gave up driving,” he said, 
““because too many of the 
people I knew were getting 
banged up and because I 
never liked racing in the 
rain I don’t regret it. I ac­ 
cept the fact that the driver 
is the star but I get a tre­ 
mendous kick out of getting 
the car ready.” 
According 
to 
Mayberry, 
who estim ates that his own 
personal tool “’kit” is worth 
$15,000, the most important 
quality a man can bring to 
the mechanical side of rac­ 
ing is desire. 
“It’s not how much you 
knoiv that makes you a good 
mechanic,” he says. “ It’s 
how much you care. You’re 
constantly checking details. 
There is simply no room for

oversights or mistakes. Any­ 
thing that can go wrong with 
a regular car can go wrong 
with a racing car, except 
that if it happens during a 
race, when the car is going 
175 miles an hour, you’re in 
for trouble” 
Mayberry adds that the 
glamorous image often pro­ 


jected by auto racing—the 
parties, the pretty girls— 
rarely, if ever, filters down 
to the mechanics. 
“‘We just don’t have the 
time to play when we’re in a 
series,” he says. “ If we’re 
not actually racing, we’re 
testing—constantly trying to 
shave 
seconds, 
constantly 


working to eke out every 
ounce of fuel. Then there’s 
always the chance of the un­ 
expected — a crash or a 
blown out engine 
“ I can remember week­ 
ends when we’ve worked 30 
hours straight trying to get 
a 
damaged 
car 
back 
in 
shape for a race. That’s the 


.sort of drama the general 
public never sees—the long 
distance calls, the scram ­ 
bling around for parts But it 
goes on at most races.” 


Mayberry and the o t h e r 
four members of his crew 
(one of whom is Carl Hogan 
Jr.) travel from place to 
place in a huge van that 
houses both cars, as well as 
a 
veritable' warehouse 
of 
spare parts and tools. He 
cannot estimate the number 
of motels he has slept in or 
the roadside diners he has 
eaten in. His “home” is in 
Lime Rock. Conn., where 
Hogan Racing has its head­ 
quarters but from February 
to earlv fall, he’s on the 
road. He was married once, 
hut onlv for two months. “ It 
just didn’t work out.” he 
shrugs. 
To Mayberry, who was 
raised in a Philadelphia or­ 
phanage, it is the “team' 
aspect of racing that appeals 
to him as much as anything 
else about the sport. 
“ Until I got into racing.” 
he says, ” 1 never really un­ 
derstood what it meant to 
belong to something, to feel 
part of a small group. A rac­ 
ing team like ours is prob­ 
ably closer than most fam­ 
ilies. The only way we can 
work together is to have 
a b s o l u t e confidence and 
trust in each other. I don’t 
think there’s another sport 
where you find this close­ 
ness.”

Mv oldest son devoted two years of his life to squirrel­ 
ing away pennies and he finally accumulated enough 
cash to purchase a beautiful blue 10-speed Atalia bicycle.
